In addition to that information 
already furnished the Bureau in this case, the Chicago 
file reflects further that on February 6, 1959, HENRY 
MADEKSHO, 3938 tfest Cermak Road, appeared at the Chicago 
Office and stated he had a lot of information to furnish 
about CoEMunism. He advised he was a former member of 
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the Communist Party, having joined in Little Rock, Arkansas, 
in about 10/40, and remaining a member for about 3 to 6 
months . He stated he had been a socialist for many years 
and still considered himself to be one* He stated that 
although there was a similarity between Communism and 
Socialism, he had no use for Communism since he was not 
in favor of the methods, principles, and goals of the 
Communists ♦ 

MADSKSHO advised that he knew all about the 
Communists and that because of this the Communists were 
out to "get" him. He stated the Communists had a finger 
in all vice, gambling, loan businesses, and small hotels 
and obtain their funds in that way. He stated that the 
Communists wanted to "bump him of f" and when asked to 
relate details concerning an alleged attempt on his life 
he stated it should be termed a "subtle attempt" and 
then launched into a long, confusing and disjointed 
story. 

The file reflects that since there was no 
indication of current subversive activity on the part 
of MADEKSHO and since his mental condition made it apparent 
he had no informant potential, a recommendation for closing 
the case was set forth. 

The file reflects MADEKSHO to be a white male, 
born 10/23/06, Libau, Latvia, 5 f 8", 170 pounds, medium 
biiiid, brown hair - graying and balding, blue eyes.

He denied receiving more than these copies 
himself. He did not add the statement concerning the FBI. He "possibly" received the 
copies of the Genealogy from one Henr^&Iadeksho, 4334 West Lawr enae^Axenue , 
Chicago, Illinois. He "probably" received them in person approximate^Qne month
